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Plaintiff, the CITY OF SACRAMENTO, a municipal corporation, alleges as follows: 

LJURlSPlcmON 

1. The City of Saaamento is a municipal corporation, organized and existing under a 
Charter adopted and from dme to time amended, pursuant to Article XI. § 3, of the 
Constitution of the State of California. 

2. This civil action to abate a public nuisance is commenced pursuant to California 
Civil Code §§ 3479 and 3480 and California Code of Civil Procedure § 731. 

/// 
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3. The City Attorney of the City of Sacramento is authorized pursuant to California 
Civil Code § 3494 to commence a civil action to abate a public nuisance and is authorized to 
abate a public nuisance pursuant to California Code of Civil Procedure $ 731. 

D, DEFENDANTS 

4. Plaintiff is informed and believes and thereon alleges, that at all times mentioned 
SEAN CONNER, MICHAEL DIBIASIO, DIMmOY GOLOGYUK, TROY GREEN, 
KELVIN C. PETERSON, JOSEPH SOTO, and KENNETH WHITLOCK, inclusive, 
(hereinafter collectively referred to as '^Defendants’*) inclusive, are individuals residing in the 
City and County of Saaamento. The nuisance activities hereinafter described have been 
carried out within the City of Sacramento. Tbe actions of the Defendants, and each of them, 
are in violation of the law and policy of the State of California and the City of Sacramento and 
are inimical to die righe and interests of the general pubUc. 

5. Plaintiff is informed and believes and thereon alleges, that at all times herein 
mentioned the Defendants are drug users, trespassers, thieves, possesson of illegal weapons 
and ammunition, and violent criminals conducting their affeirs within the City of Sacramento, 
County of Sacramento, State of California. 

6. When, in the instant complaint, reference is made to any aa of Che Defendants, 
such allegations shall include E>efendant5 as well as their agents, enq)loyees. managers, and 
those persons who did or authorized sudi acts while actively engaged in tbe operation, 
management, direction and/oi control of die affeirs of EJefendants and/or while acting within 
the course and scope of cheix duties. 

m. rniCT cause of action 

PuSIic Vir,fnt ion of Caiifbmia Ciyil Code ^ 3479. 34S0 

7. Plaintiff alleges and incorporates by reference paragraphs 1 through 6, inclusive, as 
if felly set forth in this paragraph. 

8. Defendants, each and all of them, have occupied, used, and permicied the use of the 

area around Broadway between Riverside Boulevard and State Highway 99 (tbe ''Designated 
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Area”) in a manner that constitutes a public nuisance in accordance with California Civil Code 
§§ 3479 and 3480. (Map of die Designated Area is attached hereto as “Exhibit A” and 
incorporated herein by reference). The Designated Area is defined as: 

1) Starting at the northwest comer of 9* and W Streets, continuing east down W 
Street; 

2) At State HWY 99, south along the western boarder of HWY 99; 

3) To 3^^ Avenue, turning west, continuing along Castro Way; 

4) Turning north on 21” Street, to 2"^ Avenue; 

5) Turning west along 2*^ Avenue, to Riverside Boulevard; 

6) Turning south on Riverside to Fremont Way; 

7) Continuing west on Freniont Way to McClatcby Way; 

S) Continuing west on McClatchy Way to Muir Way; 

9) Turning north on Muir Way to Broadway; 

10) Turning east on Broadway to 9^ Street; 

11) Turning north on 9* Street, ending at the starting point. 

9. The Designated Area is the northern portion of Sacramento Police Beat “4A.” A 
“heat map” of Beat 4A shows the disproportionate amount of police resources dedicated to 
addressing criminal activiry in this area. Attached hereto as Exhibit B are maps of the Calls 
for Service, generated police reports, and all arrests for the period of October 1,2017 to March 
31. 2019. In addition to the "heat maps,” Exhibit C shows the extreme amount of police 
resources used along the Broadway corridor in comparison to the rest of the Beat. Arrests 
within (he Designated Area accounted for almost 45% of all arrests for the entire Beat. 

10. In addition to the excessive amount of police resources being dedicated to the 
Designated Area, local citizens describe a high*crime area, where property values are 
negatively affocted and a sense of foar among citizens permeates the area. Declarations of 
citizens being negatively affected by the criminal activity in the area are attached as Exhibit 
D. For example: 
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a. Joan Bomcld, the Executive Director of the Greater Broadway Dbtnct. 
states that, '* [0]ui team is constandy dealing with the aftermath of drug activity at 
the Designated Area. This includes dealing with the human waste, needle pick¬ 
up, theft, car break-ins and vandalism on a daily basis. I have recently seen an 
increase in employees that are threatened with harm by people who are under the 
influence of drugs. The Starbucks and/or Walgreen locations are a known 
narcotics distribution area and people are refusing to visit those businesses.... 

'[A]bout TWO weeks ago, a young couple on their way to Lake Tahoe 
stopped by Tower Caft for a late dinner. That evening, the couple's car was broken 
into, along widi four other can in the parking lot. The thief took the couple’s 
suitcases, which contained an engagement ring that the man was going to surprise 
the woman with chat weekend. The couple shared dteir bad experience with friends 
and family and made tt dear that they would never stop by Sacramento again.... 

’[T]he increase in crimes in the Desisted Area has natively impacted 
the nei^borhood and/or the community. I am aware that some developers have 
stated chat they have bad a hard time keeping and/or attracting investors for 
projects on Broadway because of its reputation, appearance and repucack)n of 
criminal activity in the Designated Area." 

b. Robert Ellis, a property owner near the Designated Area, stales thal, 'T 
have personally observed trash, drug paraphernalia and drug activities being 
conducted in the Designated Area.... I have had individuals verbally threatened 
me. I have at times reported dwse incidents to the security and the police 
department. I believe that these problems have a negative impact on the 
neighboriiood. 

1 am aware of businesses and persons that do not want to rent commercial 
or residential units along Broadway because of the criminal activity. 1 am aware of 
the excessive criminal activity problem in the Broadway area, which makes many 
residents fed unsafe to live and/or operate a business in the Designated Area. 
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‘[T]he primary problem in tbe Designated Area is excessive criminal 
activity. This issue has generated various narcotic rela^d activities, including 
narcotic possession, sale and litrering of drug paraphernalia, which makes people 
fear for rheir sai^ to walk around the Des^nated Area/’ 

c. Jon Gianolias, a business owner in die Designa^ Area states that. 
‘’Because of the rising criminaJ activity in the Designated Area, 1 believe that the 
property values and/or rent have been natively affected.... [P]roperty owners in 
Che Designated Area are unable to charge a comparable housti^ rent than property 
owners in nearby midtown.... [B]ecause of the neighborhood bl^i resulting from 
Che excessive criminaJ activity, investors are discouraged to purchase homes 
and/or engage in any business ventures in tbe Designated Area.... (T[here are vans 
and motorhomes undemeatfa the 50/80 crosstown freeway and surrounding 
neighborhood that are used to sell drugs, including meth and heroin, lliis hurts 
every property owner, tenant and its patrons.'’ 

d. Kevin Grimes, a business owner near Che Designated Area, staces chat, 
"‘[[Individuals have entered into my business premises where they aggressively 
approached my staff for a key to use tbe restroom and/or ask for money. I am 
aware chat on multiple times, my employe have been harassed and threatened 
while walkmg to their car after tiieir shifts. I am aware Chat individuals have 
entered into the rear of tbe building trying to lock themselves in a bathroom. 1 am 
further aware that on one occasion, our dumpster was lit on fire, and security and 
fire department were called to respond, i have knovdedge that recsndy, our 
delivery trucks were vandalized. The batteries and the fuel were stolen.... 

‘[C]ertain parts of the Designamd Area have growing amount of illegal 
dumping, litter, graffiti and odier crimes. 1 believe chat these areas have had to 
employ their own imvate security and private maintenance companies to help 
alleviate this pToMem....It is my opinion chat the ongoing aiminal activity in the 
Designated Area have negatively impaa the community because they drive away 
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businesses and depredate p ro p e r ty values.... [P]eople feel unsafe in a 
nei^borhood where c riminal activity is ongoing. Among the common crimes 
observed at the Designated Area were dhnJdng in public, littering, aggressive 
panhandling (sk), prostitution, intravenous drug use and public 
urinacion/defecaQon. to name a few.'* 

e. Josh NeUoa, a resident and business owner near the E>esignaied Area, 
states that, **[T]heTe is ongoing criminal activity occurring in the Designated Area, 
CO include drug dealing, panhandling, and theft crimes, to name a few. I have been 
threatened with violence on several occasions by individuals when 1 asked them to 
leave the business premises. I believe that the rising criminal activity in the 
E>esignated Area have blighted the neighborhood and have negatively impacted 
property values in these areas.'* 

f Ashneed Prasad, a business owner in the vicinity of the Designated Area, 
states that, **1 have witnessed the ongoing criminal activihes occurring in Che 
Designated Area attributable to shop lifting, loitering and panhandling. I have 
personally observed the Designated Area as being a haven for criminal activity, 
which negatively impacts the neighborhood and the community." 

g. Andrew Skandiy. a local resident, stales that, “[T)here are ongoing 
criminal activities occurring in (he E)esignaled Area attributable to narcotic related 
activities, prostitution, nudity, defecation, graffiti, littering, aggressive 
panhandling, to name a lew. 1 found that most problems occurred along X Street 
and Broadway between Idth and 21st Streets. I have personally observed the 
presence of crash, drug paraphernalia and drug users all over the Designated Area. 

'On numerous occasions while at the Designated Area. I have had individuals 
verbally threatened me. I have at times reported these incidents to the security and 
to the police department. I believe (bat this problem has negatively impacted Che 
Broadway neighborhood.

am aware of restaurants and persons that do not want to rent commercial or 
residential units along Broadway because of the criminal activity. I believe that 
many residents feel unsafe to live and/or operate a business at or near the 
Desisted Area. 

*It is my opinion that the primary problem in the Des^naied Area is the 
excessive criminal activity. This problem has greatly contributed to the inaease in 
narcotic related crimes, induding narcotic possession, sale and littering of drug 
paraphernalia. This made many people fear for their safety to walk around the 
Designated Area." 

These chizen statements demonstrate the effea of die criminal nuisaiKe accivicy that is 
occurring in the Designated Area. The activity is negatively affecting the residents' and 
business owners* ability to comfortably enjoy their life and property. 

11. California Civil Code section 5479 defines any acts constituting a nuisance as 
[a]nyihmg which is injurious to health, iodudii^ but not limited to, illegal sales of controlled 

substances, or is indecent or offensive to the senses, or an obsmictioD to the free use of 
property, so as to interfere with the comfortable enjoyment of life or property ...."A public 
nuisance is defined under California Civil Code section 3480, in relevant part, as *fone which 
affects at the same time an entiie community or neighborhood, or any considerable number of 
persons..." 

12. Defendants’ activities conduct and/or actions in the Designated Area and 
immediate vtcinity as hereinafter described is a continuing public nuisance as defined in Civil 
Code §§ 3479 and 3480. It is injurious to the health, offensive to die senses, and obstructs the 
Iree use of public and private property to City residents, so as to interfere with Che comfortable 
enjoymeiu of life or property. Defendants* activities, conduct and/or actions affects an entire 
community or nei^iborhood, including the businesses located in the surrounding area and the 
neaity residential neighborhood. Hie Defendants nuisance behavior causes harm to the 
businesses along Broadway by both physical harm, sudi as drug and weapon possession, as 
/// 
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13. Defendants, each and all of them, repeatedly engage in illegal activity within and in 
the close proximity of the Designated Area, and surrounding areas, which constitutes a 
nuisance per se under CM Code § 3479. Some of the Defendants engage in illegal narcotic 
activity, which constitutes a nuisance per se pursuant to Civil Code § 3479. Defendants’ 
activities include but are not limited to die following: drug use and possession, trespassing, 
thieves, possessing of illegal weapons and ammunition, and acts of violence. Collectively, 
individually, and in concert, they commit diese nuisance actions within the Designated Area 
and cause harm, both directly and indirectly, to the businesses and resider>ce$ loc^d within 
the Desi^ated Area. All of die named Defendants have been arrested or witnessed 
committing the above listed illegal acts which constitute the nuisance behavior within the 
E>esignated Area. Continual efibrts of law enforcement to stop this activity has bad limited 
success in deterring the continued nuisance and unlawful activity. 

14. The Defendants have committed the following unlawful acts within The City of 
Saaamenco, and within the Designated Area (See E)edaration of Sacramento Police POP 
Sergeant Gregory Galliano, attached hereto as Exhibit E): 

a. Defendant Sean Conner is known to have committed the following acts in the 
Designated Area, as defined in section in.8 the Complaint in diis matter: 

L On January 14, 2018. E>efendant Conner was contacted naked on a sidewalk 
at the intersection of 14tb Street and W Street. Defendant Conner was arrested 
for disorderly conduct under Penal Code section 647 (f) - drunk in public. 
{Report # 18-13199). 

ii. On April 10, 2018, Defendant Conner was found outside of the Starbucks at 
1429 Broadway after reports of panhandling at the property, but darted as 
the officer was spealdng with a property manager who wished to issue a Notice 
of Trespass to Defendant Conner. Defendant Conner was then contacted at 
/// 
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2505 Riverside Boulevard and issued a Notux of Trespass for the 1429 
Broadway property. (Report # IS>1805S0S). 

iii. On April U» 2018, Defoidant Conner was contacted at 2505 Riverside 
Boulevard after reports of Defendant Conner shoplifting from and refusing to 
leave feom the Walgreens at 1401 Broadway. Defendant Conner was issued a 
Notice of Trespass for the property at 1401 Broadway. (Report U 18'106572). 

iv. On April 29> 2018, Defendant Conner was contacted by Paladin Security at the 
comer of 22nd Street and Broadway after reports of Defendant Conner refusing 
to leave the Target at 2505 Rivenide Boulevard. Defendant Conner was issued 
a Notice of Trespass and informed that he was no longer allowed at 2505 
Riverside Boulevard. (Report ^ 18*1806218). 

V. On May IS, 2018, Defendant Conner was contacted In the area of 23rd Street 
and W Street. Defendant Conner had chased a victim with a baseball bat, then 
broke the victim's front gate while threatening the victim's life. Defendant 
Conner was booked under Penal Code section 422 on charges of felony threats 
as well as for misdemeanor vandalism. (Report # 18*145873). 

vi. On December 11. 2018, Defendant Conner was contacted just outside the 
property of 1429 Broadway when oftkers responded to a report of a non* 
customer identifted as Defendant Conner refusing to leave the property, 
Defendant Conner had been previously issued a Notice of Trespass at 1429 
Broadway. Defendant Conner was arrested for violation of Sacramento City 
Code section 9.16.140 (b) (1) - trespass after notice. (Report # 18*391787). 

vii. On December 16,2018, Defendant Conner assaulted a victim between the bus 
stop and the light rail station at the Broadway light rail station. Defendant 
Conner was detained by an officer on the scene and booked under Penal Code 
section 368 (b) (1) - elder abuse - and Penal Code section 242 - battery. (Report 
# 18*397193). 
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viii. On March 12» 2019. Defendant Conner was contacted by Paladin Security at 
2411 15th Street, after havii^ previously been warned not to return to the 
property. Defendant Conner was issued a Nodce of Trespass. (Report # 19- 
1804077). 

ix. On March 12,2019, Defendant Conner was contacted at 1500 Broadway, after 
reports that Defendant Conner would not leave the Starbucks across the street 
(1429 Broadway). Defendant Conner had previously been issued a Notice of 
Trespass at 1429 Broadway. Defendant Conner was cited for violation of 
Saaamento City Code section 9.16.140 (b) - trespass after notice. (Report U 
1976390). 

X. On March 28,2019. Defendant Conner was contacted at 2509 Broadway alter 
reports of a subject exposinghimself in the back alleyway. Defendant Conner 
was issued a Notice of Trespass and advised not to come back to the property. 
(Report # 19-94270). 

xi. On April 4, 2019. Defendant Conner was contaaed at 2610 X Street after 
hating with private security and being detained. E>efendant Conner was 
served with a Notice of Trespass and asked to leave the property. (Report # 19- 
107530). 

xii. Defendant Conner was contacted in the back parldng lot of 2610 X Street on 
May 3.2019, aher reports of a male masturbating within a public right-of-way. 
In Defendant Conner's bag was a glass pipe used to smoke mecbamphetamines. 
Defendant Conner was arrested for violating Health and Safety Code section 
11364 - possession of controlled substance paraphernalia - as well as under 
Penal Code section 602 - trespass. (Report # 19-137030). 

b. Defendant Sean Conner is known to have committed the following acts in other areas 

of the City of Sacramento: 

I On March 12, 2017. Defendant Conner was contacted at 1508 Q Street alter 
reports of Defendant Conner refusing to leave die property and threatening to 
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break a window. Defendant Conner was served with a Notice of Trespass. 
(Report # 17-70736). 

ii. On March 24, 2017> Defendant Conner was contacted at 1700 J Street after 
reports of a subjea being thrown out of d>e window of die business. Defendant 
Conner had assaulted a subject on the sttctt, wtio had pushed Defendant 
Conner back and through the window. Defendant Conner appeared fidgety and 
slightly disoriented and was placed on a 5150 Welfare and Institutions hold. 
(Repon# 17-83587). 

iii. On April 20, 2017, Defendant Conner was contacted at 1111 24th Street in 
possession of unlawful drug paraphernalia. Defendant Conner was arrested 
under Health and Safety Code 11364 (a) - possession of controlled substance 
paraphemaJia. (Report # 17*110724). 

iv. Defendant Conner was contaaed on April 24, 2017, hiding behind bushes at 
1622 T Street and admitted to being under the influence of methamphetamine. 
Defendant Conner wu booked under Penal Code section 647(f) - disorderly 
conduct: drunk in public. (Report # 17-115575). 

V. On June 3,2017. Defendant Conner was contacted at Potsom Boulevard and 
32nd Street. Defendant Conner had been running in and out of traffk: and was 
found sitting in a car that did not belong to him. Defendant Conner was placed 
on a 72‘hour hold and transported to Mercy General Hospital. (Report #17- 
156553). 

vi. On June 23,2017, Defendant Conner committed battery in (he area of Q Street 
and I6th Street. On June 26,2017 Defendant Conner was contacted at R Street 
and 16ch street on call # 17-179368 and arrested under Penal Code section 242. 
(Report #17-179409). 

vii. On June 26.2017, Defendant Conner sexually assaulted a victim on the street 
in the area of 16th Street and P Street. Defendant Conner was contacted at R 
/// 
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viii. On February 13, 2018, Defendant Conner was arrested for disorderly conduct 
under Penal Code section 647(f) -dnink in public - at 1341 J Street. (Report # 
18-45622). 

c. Defendant Midiael Dibiaslo is known to have committed the following acts in the 
Designated Area, as denned in section 111.8 of the Complaint in this matter: 

i. On March 11, 2018, Defendant Dibiasio was found lying in the middle of 
Alhambra Boulevard at approximately 1025 Alhambra Boulevard. Defendant 
Dibiasio was found to be carrying an approximately six inches long silver blade in 
his pocket. E>efendant Dibiasio was booked for carrying a concealed dirk or dagger 
- Penal Code section 21310. (Report # 18-74965). 

il. On April 16, 2018, Defendant Dibiasio was contacted at 2417 Broadway 
Boulevard. Defendant Dibiasio had an active warrant for his arrest. Defendant 
Dibiasio was charged under Penal Code section 21310 for carrying a concealed 
dirk or dagger and Penal Code secdon 148.9 for false identificadon to a police 
officer. (Report 0 18-112152). 

iii. On July 5, 2018, Defendant Dibiasio was cited at 2416 Stoat Way under 
Sacramento City Code section 12.52.040(a) for unlawful storage of personal 
property on public property. Dibiasio had also been asked to pack up his 
belongings and leave from the same location the day prior. (Report # 18-206810). 

iv, Defendant Dibiasio was contacted on July 6, 2018 at Sloat Way and 24th Street. 
Defendant Dibiasio was charged under Penal Code 21310 for carrying a concealed 
dirk or dagger and Sacramento City Code section 9.04.050(a) for drinking in 
public. (Report # 18-208003). 

V. On September 7, 2018, officers contacted E>efendanc Dibiasio outside of 2431 
Broadway (Taco Bell) Defendant Dibiasio had multiple warrants out for his arrest 
and was found to be carrying a comsaJed knife. Defendant Dibiasio was placed 
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under arrest pursuant to his warrants and charged widi violating Penal Code 
section 21310 - canying a concealed dirk or dagger - and Sacramento City Code 
sections 12.52.040(a) and 9.04.050(a) - storing belongings on personal property 
and drinJcing in public. (Report # ]8'285666). 

vi. On September 2S, 2018. Defendant Dibiasio was contacted at 27ih Street and 
Castro Avenue. Defendant Dibiasto was obstructing the sidewalk and showed 
objective signs of intoxication. Defendant Dibiasio was arrested for being drunk 
in public under Penal Code section 647(f). (Report U 18-310664). 

vii. Defendant Dibiasio was contacted at 2424 Castro Way on November 2,2018 after 
reports of two sut^cts throwing rocks at eadt other. Defendant Dibiasio showed 
objective signs of intoxication and was found to be on probation, Defendant 
Dibiasio was charged under Penal Code section 647(0 - drunk in public. (Report 
# 18-350341), 

d. Defendant Michael Dilria^ is known to have conunitred die following acts in other 
areas of the City of Saaamento: 

i. On February 15,2017. Defeodaot Dibiasio was contacted sleeping in fiont of 1500 
West El Camino Avenue. Defendant Dibiasio was advised and sent on his way 
(Report# 17*340). 

ii. On March 18,20)8. E>efendant Ehlnask) was contacted in the area of K Street and 
LOth Street while sitting against a light pole and drinking liquor. Defendant 
Dibiasio was charged widi a misdemeanor violation of Sacramento City Code 
section 9.04.05D(a) - drinking in public. (Report # 18-81996). 

e. Defendant Dimitriy Golodyvk is known to have committed the following acts in the 
Designated Area, as defined in section 111.8 of the Complaint in this matter: 

i. On April 3, 2017, officers responded to the Starbucks located at 1429 Broadway 
about a report chat a subject identified as Defendant Golodyuk had locked himself 
in the bathroom and refused to leave. Defendant Golodyuk was contacted at X 
Street and Sth Street and was issued a Notice of Trespass. (Report # 17-93901). 
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ii. On April \5, 2017, Defendant Golodyuk was found panhandling in front of the 
Walgreens at 1401 Broadway. Def^dant Golodyuk was advised to leave, and 
upon refusal to leave. Defendant Golodyuk was issued a Notice of Trespass. 
(Repon# 27-1805351). 

iii. On May 24, 2017. Defendant Golodyuk was veTt>alJy trespassed and issued a 
Notice of Trespass at 1518 Broadway. Defendant Golodyuk had been found 
panhandling in die garden area of the property. (Report # 17-1807309). 

iv. Defendant Golodyuk stole a Sacramento Police Department bait car from 22nd 
Street and W Street on May 31.2017. The vehicle was stopped by police at 20th 
Street and W Street. Defendant Golodyuk was arrested under Vehicle Code section 
10851 fe)T vehicle theft. Penal Code serdon 1203.2 for probation violation, Health 
and Safety Code section 11377 for possession of a dangerous controlled substance, 
as well as for two misdemeanor warrants. (Report # 17-154391). 

V. On August 31.2017. Defendant Golodyuk was observed at an iUegal camping area 
at 1901 X Street. Elefendant Golodyuk bad an active felony warrant for a charge 
of Vehicle Code section 10851(a)- vehicle theft. (Report # 17-250343). 

vi. Defendant Golodyuk was contacted on November 11, 2017 under die overpass at 
the intersection of X Street and 18th Street. Defendant Golodyuk was in possession 
of three knives, a burnt spoon v/ith heroin residue on it. and marijuana. Elefendanc 
Golodyuk was booked under Penal Code section 1203.2 (probation violation) and 
Healthy and Safety Code section 11364 (possession of drug paraphernalia). (Report 
# 17-325160).

4. I have personally observed the presence of cra^, drug paraphemaUa and drug users 
aU over the Designated Area.

3. One of the primaiy goals of a POP Team and ffie community polidng practice b 
to obtain communiry si^jpoit and use of cmnmiimcy resources to solve problems and enhance 
their quality of lift. For instance, our POP Team reguUity responds to meet ndih members of 
our neighborhoods atcoenmunity meetingi and in le^wnse to complamts. At these meetings, ffie 
South POP team discusses concern citizens have about crime, quality of lUe bsuei. ways to 
improve the neighborhood or odier rdaied to^cs. Community members voice their coocerei, 
contribuie advice, and take action to address coocerm they may have. Through such cootica 
with local community tnemben 1 have become ftTwiiiar with imporanc bsues and what b 
perceived as '‘jnessing prot^ems" in and near the Broadway corridor near ^ area of Upper 
Land Park and Curtis Park. 

4. During my tenure witii the Samroento Police Department, I have undergone 
training in the area of narootics. community-oriented pi^icing and nuisance abatement In the 
past I served as a patrol officer where J r^uUriy would arrest and/or cite subjects pertaining to 
narcotics sales, possession, loitering and pabbe intoxication. Presently, as a police sergeant, I 
direct the action, com^aints and supervisioo of offieen raiding these same issues. 

5. The Broadway corridor b located in Che patrol ffiscrict known as Land Parte and 
spans from Muir Way to Franklin Blvd. It b boarded by X St to ffie north and 2*^ Ave to the 
south. Tbe corridor b composed ^imaiity of businesses with some residential buildings. Many 
of these businesses have voiced complamo to our POP team and have encountered problems by 
individuals who are drawn to tius corridor. Many resident have also voiced concerns and have

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been negabvdy impacted try individuals who an drawn to this area. This corndor has been the 
focus of many compUints, wtudi are atchbuiable in larfe part, to certaiii individuals who are 
drawn to (he Broadway Corridor because c (the criininal activities tha( lake place there. 

6. For yean, (he Broadway corridor baa been a place where individual may go lo 
purchase, acquire and use naicorics related paraphernalia. Drugs, including cocaine, heroiii and 
methamphetamines, can be acquired inexpensively. The Broadway corridor has many alley ways 
and businesses wi(h overhangs. There are also many locabons with large, mature tree cover. The 
conoaled alleyways and shaded areas create a prime location where people can hangout for 
hours at a time. Tliis allows Tot individuals to congregate. There are also multiple quick access 
points to Che corridor provided by Highway 50. This allows drug dealers quick ingress and 
egress. Drug deakn can be assured tiiere will be wiUmg buyers long the Broadway corridor and 
can easily arrive, sdl, (hen leave in a short period of time. tTtose wbo drugs will coagr^ate and 
use oaicotics in the area. This results in narcotics paiapbemalia such as needles being 
indiscriminatdy used and left on foe ground. In recent months (he number of dealers, criminal 
element, arrd those wbo are under the influence of narcotics seems (o have increased in 
frequency. 

7. lam familiar wuh tbe manner in ufoich the potice ^epoitoktot maintains, stores 
and controls such mformatMii. I am fomiliar with tbe p^lce depaitmeol's computtr system* bow 
tbe infomucion is electroaicaUy stMcd and bow sudi infonnation can be accessed and reoieved. 

8. Attached hereto as Exhlblf 1 are denshy maps of Potice Bear 4A. which 
eiKompasses (he Broadway corridor. These maps depict (he arresCs, calls fbr service, and police 
reports generated in Police Beat 4A. As can be seen ftom tbe attached maps, the Broadway 
conidor is responsible for an inordinate amount of p^ice resources compares to the rest of tbe 
Beat. Attached as ExhiWt 2 are foe actual statistics for arrests, police reports, axul calls for service 
for the entirety of Police Beat4A coo^ared to tbe Broadway corridor. Prom October 1,2017 to 
March 31,2019, there have been a total of5.238 caUs for service for tbe Broadway corridor. This 
represents approximately 2B.5 % percent for foe entire Land Park Polke district known as 4A. 
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Tbs equates to u enarmous amouat of tune and resources bring ej^oded co a relatively small 
area located unthxn the Qty Linuts. Calls tot service indude, but are iwt lunited to: toitering, 
prostitution, public intoxication, littering and vandalism. As a result <i the calls for service, 
myself and otbers from dv Sacraiunio Pobce Depaitznent have made multiple arrests and/or 
issued dtation for various crimes, inchwling parole violaticm. robbery, vandalism, possession of 
narcotics, sales of narcotics, assaults, ^kting Id public and pifolic intoxication. 

9. Many of the calls are doe to related aotvity. Hiese activities involve the 

sale of controlled substances in Eolation of Health and Safety Code section 1137S, possession of 
methamphetamiiM in violation of Health and Safrty Code 11377. possession of opiates in 
violatiou of Health and Saf^ Code 11350 and possessioo of narcotics paraphernalia in vtoUtion 
of Health and Safety Code U364.1. Many of the oiminal activities occurring on the Broadway 
corridor are actributiMe to tbe narcotics related activities which attracts a criminal element to the 
area. Tbe individuals who are selling and usiog narcotics then engage in various crimlnaJ 
activities wtikh iodude, assault, rioting, loitering, indecent e:q>osure and liReiing. 

10. Based upoa my patrol of tbe Broadway coiridor, whidi has mduded undercover 

surveillance. 1 have personally observed drug deals occurring in the area. The dcalen will drive 
up to people in alley ways and at bomdess can^ waiting for people to approach them and 
inquire about purchasing drugs. Many subjects are often issued a notice of trespass for a given 
location when contacts m this and other oiminal behavior. Subjects (hen move to an 

adjacent business generacixig more calls for police service. This can create many calls for service 
as subjects simply go from loeatimi to location, engagiQg in criminal activity throughout Che 
Broadway corridor. 

11. Tbe Sacnmento Police Department maintains records on tiie number of calls for 
service to a particular location and maintains a summary of what tbe call was regarding. Incident 
reports or arrest reports are then drafted subscantialty comemporaneously in time to uriten a call 
for service or police'ieutiated coniact is made. The infonnatioo is recorded and maintained in the 
ordinary course and sc^ ofbusiness fw tbe police department 
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12 . 2 have documented dw foltowing to identify each of the named defendants in this 
action. Included is a list of the named defendants, their arrest and other contacts by (he 
Sacramenco Police Department while on (be Broadway conidor. This indodes reviewins the list 
of calls for service, street checks, arrest records, criminal history information and police reports. 
All of the named defendants are homeless or do not live in the Broadway Corridor.
